WASHINGTON (Vt—U nited Mine- 
w orkers P resident John L. Lewis 
warned Congress today that fed­ 
eral regulation of w orkers' w elfare 
fundo m ay be a step tow ard cre­ 
ating "a police state In truth and 
in fact.'' 
"In the m inds of th e people 1 
represent, 
there is no necessity 
for federal legislation or these wel­ 
fare funds at any tim e,” he said 
"There is a necessity for Increased 
prosecution of

nection with them ."

His statem ent w as prep ared for 
the House Labor C om m ittee which

»f the nearly 40 billion dollars in­ 
vested by w orkers and th eir em ­ 
ployers in w elfare funds. In op­ 


posing any federal controls. Lewis 
split with other labor leaders who 
favor such regulation 
Em ployers 
have 
generally op­ 
posed any such regulation by the 
federal governm ent. 


LEW IS CONCEDED

honcst men h a te com m itted dis­ 
honest deeds as affecling certain 
of the w elfare funds ” But he said

O ther m em bers of Ihe 
group w ere from B ritain s atom ic 
energy research establishm ent at 
H arw ell, and th e Nobel Institute 
for P hysics in .Stockholm 
Winston M. M anning, director of 
A rgonne's chem istry division, said 
this w as the first tim e any of the 
artificially-created 
elem ents 
hud 
been discovered 
by 
an 
interna­ 
tional research team 
A m erican and B ritish scientists 
proposed th a t the new elem ent be 


nam ed N obelium , after the Swed­ 
ish institute w here the actual work 
w as perlorm ed. 


THE INSTITUTE Is nam ed in 
honor of the Swedish chem ist. Ihe 
late Alfred Nobel. 
Aigonne provided Ihe ra re iso­ 
topes of cirium used in th e ex 
penm en!* 
The cirium w as sent 
to H arwell w here British scien­ 
tists prepared the m aterial lor Ihe 
experim ent*. 
Harwell also provided * 
ra re 
isotope of carbon — carbon 13— 
which w as used lo bom bard the 
cirium particles. 
The Nobel institute prflvidcd Ihe 
cyclotron in which the discovery 
w as m ade, in addition to som e 
special equipm ent and a staff of 
physicals, 
chem ist* and 
techni­ 
cians. 
The research team said discov­ 
ery of the elem ent and a study 
of it* properties has extended sci­ 
ence s fundam ental knowledge of

MHssachusdtts ha» no major rivpr 
basins. It gets its electric power from 
fuel plants, rHlher than hydroelectric- 
installations. But, up to June 30, 1933, 
Massachusetts taxpayers had put up 
nearly $226 million for multi-purpose 
river basin projects. 
How ran this be? The answer is that 
the projects were built by government 
In other states, and partly financed 
with Massachusetts money. And what 
is true of Massachusetts is true through­ 
out the country. About 20 per cent of 
the power users of this country get pow­ 
er from government plants. The re- 
mainipg 80 per cent get It from inde­ 
pendent utility companies — and they 
help subsidize the power bills of the 20 
per cent. 
They do that In various way*. So­ 
cialized power Is wholly free of federal 
taxes. It Is also either wholly free of 
local taxes or pays relatively small 
sums in lieu thereof. The socialized 
power projects get all manner of spe­ 
cial privileges from the government, at 
the expense of the general taxpayers. 
To make this sorry matter worse, so­ 
cialized federal power la sold under a 
preference clause, which gives first 
lights to public bodies— municipalities, 
co-ops, public power districts, etc— 
which also usually pay little or nothing 
in taxes. Customers of the Independent 
utilities can have only what is left, if 
any. So they become second-class citi­ 
zens In this—except when It comes to 
paying the taxes! 
Socialism sure Is expensive—both In 
morjey and in liberty.

IN THE FACE of this undis­ 
guised failure of the program, 
it's a wonder that any of the sup­ 
porters cam e around to testify 
for renewal—but they did. and 
In ways of considerable signifi­ 
cance. 
The Agriculture Department 
takes the v iewpoint that the sur­ 
plus problem still exists and that 
this surplus r e m o v i l program 
should continue for that reason. 
Assistant Secretary Karl L. Buts 
told the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
m ittee that he favorsd dropping 
I ublic Law AJto as soon as the 
bins of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation ceased lo overflow. 
The Administration lias 'o koep 
one eye on the "have not'' na­ 
tions which can always use iarm 
goods, and the other eye on ths 
"have" nations like Canada. Aus­ 
tralia and Argentina which have 
farm goods for sale. 


THE AMERICAN Farm Bu­ 
reau lakes a slightly different 
position. It claim s ihst P. L. 48U 
is a success, not because of m ist 
it has done but because of wlist 
it has prevented 
"Without PL . 
480." said John Lynn, the Farm 
Bureau's legislative d i r e c t o r , 
•'United Stales fanners' prices 
would undoubtedly have been fur­ 
ther depressed hy the accumula­ 
tion of even larger surpluses.” 


Even so. the Farm Bureau 
which is the conservative wing of 
the farm bloc, agrees 'hut the 
program should he ended "is soon 
as possible. 
The shut off dalo 
suggested hy Lynn is ISM. 
The National Farm ers’ Union 
will have none of this m odera­ 
tion. Reuben Johnson, spokes­ 
man for this left wing of the 
farm community, fhrew back his 
head in the committee rdont and 
gave full cry lo the Share Amer­ 
ica philosophy 
While he was 
about it. he began to tear down 
and demean his own country, in 
the usual manner of those who 
profess to love the "world” so 
much. 


"THE I'NfTEIl STATES must 
learn." this Farm ers' Unionist 
told Senators Humphrey and Aik­ 
en. the only members present, 
"to live as a good neighbor—not 
as a reluctant but demanding 
Big Brother' . . . it is morally 
wrong to permit starvation and 
malnutrition to exist anywhere in 
the world . . . the justification 
of our view . . . is grounded tn 
fundamental humanitarian con­ 
siderations . . ."

Tlwso 
characters don't wither easily. 
Perhaps 1 might not have been 
so susceptible to the prospects of 
a national lottery to pay off the 
mortgage on the vine-covered fed­ 
eral cottage, if I had not read of 
it almost simultaneously with a 
financial column that bluntly snid 
“money costa more today.” 
And ain't it the truth. 1 decided 
after a spcjl of brooding A do’lar 
will scarcely get you fifty cents 
in today s market. In Canada, it 
takes $1 0.5 face value of American 
coin to buy $1. face value. Cana­ 
dian. And up North our neighbors, 
great jokers, are complaining be­ 
cause Big Brother to the South 
holds them in economic bondage! 
They’ve 
saddle sores from 
those solid-gold chains. 
My moral fibre slipped ano*h»»r 
notch when IT became apparent 
that Uncle Sam. with or without 
box tops, couldn't give away his 
long-term bonds In the present 
money market since he is unwill­ 
ing to pay the high interest rates 
it takes today to hire money. 
So a lottery began to take on a 


kind of rosy glow Americans are 
great gamblers Nor are we total­ 
ly devoid of that human gr. ed 
that makes man rejoice at jetting 
something for nothing, or a lot­ 
tery ticket. Naturally, the govern­ 
ment would have to make the pay­ 
off prizes, say a million in cash 
as tops, exempt from all kinds 
and sorts of taxes. Otherwise, it 
would hardly pay to take a flyer. 
The football pools in Kng'nnd 
are tax-exempt. In tax-ridden Al­ 
bion such pool prizes offer prac­ 
tically the only way a citizen can 
make a stake or strike it rich. 
Britain has also copied the Scan­ 
dinavian countries in offering sav­ 
ings bonds that amount, in the 
long run, to a form of national 
lottery. 
Such bonds, In Norway and Eng­ 
land, pay no interest. But every 
so often these Respective govern­ 
ments draw bonds that pay off 
handsomely in the sam e way as a 
lottery. The top prizes are very 
substantial. There are also any 
number of sm aller prizes that con­ 
sole the gam bler; pardon me, 
investor. 
Of course, the take or swag 
from the bond lottery is tempting­ 
ly tax-exempt, too. And the inver­ 
tor whose bond wasn’t drawn this 
time car always hope that Lady 
Luck w 11 be with him at the 
next drawing, four to six month# 
hence. 
Our new Secretary of *he Treas­ 
ury, Robert B. Anderson, could do 
worse than consider a str.iigh* out 
lottery or lottery bonds. We might 
as well live it up. for as Punch 
put it recently and pungently, 
money doesn t seem to have any 
future.
